- GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP AND 


PRIVATE MANAGEMENT 


Before the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 


on the first of this month, Joseph B. Eastman, 
of the Inter-State Conn tierce Commission, de- 
clared that the bc^t solution of the railroad prob- 
lem, 
as it now presented itself, could only be 


found in government ownership. He declared 
that with this ownership he ^houkl recommend 
a composite management. 
He said, "At the 


present time the railroads are hedged in at every 
point by the appointees of the President of the 
United States, with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission fixing rates, controlling service and 
supervising stock issues, and the Railroad La- 
bor Board fixing wages." 


"This," he said, "is destroying the attraction 


of railroad investments, even though it has 
diminished the danger." 


"Speculative rewards have all been elimi- 


nated," was his judgment. "The ability to en- 
list capital will fmalh determine whether the 
railroads can continue to function/' 


Then, he added, "Government ownership is 


by no means the same thing as government man- 
agement." 
"I am suggesting" merely that the 


railroads be owned direct ly by the government 
but managed by a composite management." 


We believe in one thing every man who lias 


had experience in managing am enterprise, will 
agree with Mr. Eastman. The efficiency of an 
institution does not he in the question" of its 
ownership, but in its management. The owner- 
ship of many of our oreatest corporations is re- 
posed in hundreds and literally thousands of 
people scattered all over this country, and e\en 
the world, but the management of the successful 
ones is concentrated in the hands of a few men 
who have the power to do exactly as they deem 
wise. 


Mr. Eastman's suggestion is that we shall 


nave such management with government owner- 
ship. It it is possible to do this, we should like 
to have him suggest exactly how.
